Radio Messages From Balloon 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 28. 
HORTWAVE. tadio messag 
S received at the National Ceo. 
graphic Society headquarters 
here shortly after 9 a. m. placed the 
height of the stratosphere balloon 
at 14,000 feet. This was a drop 
from 16,000 feet: reported a few mo- 
ments before, when one of the bal- 
loon’s crew sent the terse message, 
“We had a hell of a list.” 
This was according to schedule, 
as the balloon was to level off at 
around 15,000 feet to test the valves. 
At 9:58 a. m. Maj. Kepner report- 
ed to Brig. Gen. Oscar Westover, 
assistant chief of the army air 
corps, that the balloon was over the 
Cheyenne River, 32 miles north- 
northeast of Rapid City at a height 
of 15,000 feet. He said one of the 
spectographs had been lowered. 


In his first contact, Capt. Albert 
Stevens asked to have a weather 
map “sent up.’ He added: 

“We had an awful time letting 
down that spectograph. It took two 
of us to do it. We just got it down. 
We are starting to put the ship in 
order. Anderson (Capt. Orvil An- 
derson, observer), had been ballast- 
ing all the ‘time.” 

In a conversation between 12 


noon and 12:15 p. m., E. S..T., with 
Dr. John O. La Gorce, vice-presi- 
esident of the National Geographical 
Society at Washington, Capt. Ste- 
wens-reported they were at a 
‘height of 17,000 feet, but still were 
climbing “very slowly.” 

“No,” he said, “we are not at the 
height we thought we would be at 
this time.. The lift we are getting 
is for some reason not as great as 
we expected. The balioon is filling 
out quite a bit but is no — near. 
round.” 

Reports Gondola Veering. 

He reported an outside tempera- 
ture of 10 degrees centigrade and 
19 degrees inside the gondola. He 
said the gondola was veering and 
that they were shifting ballast to 
make it level. Stevens added that 
the air was “quite all right so far” 
inside and that the portholes were 
clear. 

He suggested that the radio mo- 
bile unit at Des Moines be sent to 
Omaha and the other one corre- 
spondingly south as the balloon 
was following a south-southeast 
course. 

Stevens said Maj. Kepner had re- 
ported the bailoon was “very slug- 
gish, indeed.” Kepner then took 
the radio phone and asked for in- 
formation about the weather.

Alleged False Testimony

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 28.— 
Leonard L. Claiborne, suspended 
city detective, was sentenced to 
four years in Leavenworth prison 
and fined $1000 in United States 
District Court today on his convic- 
tion Wednesday of giving perjured 
testimony: to a Federal grand jury 
investigating a case against Charles 
Gargotta. 

Judge Merrill E. Otis; who im- 


posed the sentence, accepted a cer- 
tified check for $5000 as a bond for 
Claiborne, pending appeal to the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals in the event the motion for a 
new trial, filed immediately, was 
overruled. 

Claiborne was found guilty on 
two counts of perjury. 

The sentence on the first count 
was four years in prison and a fine 
of $1000, and on the second count 
it was four years in prison without 
the fine, the prison sentences to run 
concurrently. 

Claiborne was convicted on testi- 
mony he gave while the grand jury 
was investigating Gargotta’s pos- 
session of stolen army pistols. Gar- 
gotta later was convicted and sen- 
tenced to three years on the charge. 
Claiborne gave testimony relative 
to the placing of erat) * 
on a.pistol which was.alleged to 
have been used by gangsters in the 
murder of Ferris Anthon, Gargotta 
was tried on a murder charge in 
this case, but acquitted by a State 
Circuit Court jury. The investiga- 
tion by a grand jury came later. 

In sentencing. Claiborne, Judge 
Otis said: “This is one of the most 
important cases tried in this court 
in the last 10 years. The crime of 
perjury was charged and it was 
proved, convincingly and conclu- 
sively. It was high time that some- 
thing be done to put down perjury 
in our courts.”

“I am not saying farewell to you, 
beloved leader, comrade and 
friend,” declared Von Starhemberg 
at the casket of his predecessor,

“I implore you to be our mediat- 
or before the throne of God, the 
all highest.” 

Contrast of Colors. 

Many colors, mingling with the 
black of the mourners, made an 
impressive picture. These colors 
were the bright white-red cloth in 
which the casket was wrapped, the 
natty blue uniforms of the mem- 
bers of the Old Imperial Army, the 
gay bluish-gray of the Heimwehr 
men, the gold dress uniforms of the 
diplomats—among whom George S. 
Messersmith, United States Minis- 
ter, in his plain cutaway looked 
conspicuously democratic—the field 
gray of the regular army, and the 
purple and gold robes of the clergy. 

Shortly before the funeral be- 
gan, President Wilhelm Miklas ar- 
rived in the presidential automobile 
to be greeted by high Government 
officials. 

He was soon followed by. a pro- 
cession of 13 army motor. trucks 
heaped high with the floral tributes 
that had arrived from every part 
of Austria. 

A chorus assisted by a brass band 
chanted a dirge. Then Miklas 
mounted the ‘rostrum. 

Address by President. 

“Never in.all my life bas it been 
as difficult to speak on an occasion 
of this kind,” he said, “A damnable 
crime has taken from us Engelbert 
Dolifuss, true Austrian and a true 
German who'by blood and race was 
tied to his native land.”

VIENNA, July 28.—Loyal forees 
armed with rifles, machine guns 
and artillery gave the Government 
the upper hand over the Nazi ene- 
mies of Engelbert Dolifuss in Sty- 


ria today as in Vienna the slain 
Chancellor was eulogized in an im- 
pressive funeral service. 

The Government reported its 
forces in that province were crush- 
ing the Nazi uprising, forcing the 
brown-shirted troops from their po- 
sitions in Mountain passes and vil- 
lages. Many fled over the Jugo~- 
Slavia border. 

Severe fighting continued in Ca- 
rinthia, where the Nazis have been 
more successful, and a Nazi leader 
declared that if the Nazi forces in 
that province can only hold out un- 
til tonight “we shall be ready to 
start a new putsch in Styria, and 
this time, believe me, it will be 
more successful.” 

Fourth Day of Fighting. 

The bitter civil warfare went in- 
to its fourth day today. Casual 
ties are estimated at close to 3000, 
but there are no official figures. 

Battles are raging at numerous 
points near Salzburg, next to the 
German border. 

Another sector of conflict is East- 
ern Tyrol. Feldkirchen and Kla- 
genfurt, Carinthia’s picturesque 
capital, are centers of civil war. 
The Government is rushing troops 
in increasing numbers to that sec- 
tion. 

Carinthia is a tangle of barbed 
wire. It is jammed with soldiers 
bearing bayonets. The wounded are 
pouring in from neighboring battle- 
fields. 

There was no serious fighting in 
Vienna itself today. Guns, how- 
ever, were seeh everywhere in the 
city. 

With Chancellor Dollfuss dead, 
his program was continued by his 
successor, Prince Ernst von Star- 
hemberg. “Do not depart one inch 
from the way prescribed by Doll 
fuss” was his plea to the nation.

States Soldiers guided the gondola 
and bag with hand ropes to the 
southeast part of the bowl. This 
was done as a precaution against

At an altitude of 500 feet the 
balloonists tossed off a quantity of 
ballast.

“hypocrisy” in spending money on 
missions for heathens in China and 
other foreign countries while de- 
faulting on home bonds purchased 
by Americans, is contained in a let- 
ter sent by William C. Bitting Jr., 
an investment banker specializing 
in securities of religious organiza- 
tions, to owners of defaulted bonds 
of the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society of the Southern California 
Methodist Conference. 

Four St. Louis banks, which 
bought about two-thirds of the 
$600,000 issue from Bitting & Co. 
in 1928 and sold a substantial part 
to small investors, wrote to their 
clients today, suggesting appoint- 
ment of Bitting to represent the 
bondholders’ interests without com- 
pensation. 

In making the suggestion, the 
banks wrote: “We have waited 
patiently in the hope that the 
debtor would give some evidence of 
its good faith and a desire to take 
care of its obligation. In the ab- 
sence of such evidence we see no 
purpose in waiting any longer.” 

Letter Sent Bondholders. 

Bitting had sent a copy of his 
letter to bondholders to the wom- 
en's society in June. Recently he 
mailed the letter to bondholders 
with the statement that he had 
heard nothing from the _ society 
other than advice that if help was 
to be forthcoming it should have 
materialized. 

Explaining that his fiduciary po- 
sition prevented discussion in de- 
tail of the controversy with the 
missionary society, Bitting ex- 
pressed his general attitude to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today in the 
following written statement: 

“I should like to give vent to 
my feelings over the hypocrisies of 
Methodism, but I am acting in too 
much of a fiduciary capacity to en- 
large materially on information 
given from time to time to bond- 
holders and others directly inter- 
ested. 


-“This section of the country is 
too replete with properly outraged 
holders of defaulted Methodist 
bonds. It is difficult to under- 
stand professional moralists who 
let a widow and orphan go in want 
because of Methodism’s peculiar 
ethics. Especially so, when in the 
last year of depression, Methodism 
is compelled to report at least $6,- 
500,000 collected for ‘missions.” 

“Methodism seems hardly 
equipped to break up the peaceful 
fan-tan game of the Chinese mind- 
ing their own business over there 
on the banks of the Yangtze.” 

Into Foreigners’ Business. 

In his letter to bondholders, in 
which he suggested they appoint a 
protective -committee, Bitting said 
that Methodism was “poking its 
nose into the business of foreign- 
ers” while pleading inability to pay 
certain local debts. 

“Methodism sought the money 
through its women,” the letter said. 
“Methodism, vised by its geograph- 
ical Bishop, promised to repay the 
money owed you. Methodism, in 
the particular locality which ini- 
tially owes you, whines its inabil- 
ty to pay its honest debts.

Shooting at Woodland, Cal., 
Discloses Pair’s ‘White 
Hibiscus’ Letters.

On the other hand, the facing of

At once new strength is given 
him, because his mind is fixed on 
reality and his emotions are 
brought under the control of his 
mind.

In other words, we must get 
square with our anxieties and write 
them down to their real value.

The fact of the matter is that 
there is no such thing as bad bloog 
We may speak of blood as being 
defective in certain respects, 4 
that the blood has suffered bag 
terial invasion, etc. But the 
“psora” concept of bad blood 
which is working its way oy 
through the skin and so cause 
pimmples, boils, etc., is a crude g. 
perstition. 

Certain addicts to so-called nat 
ural medicine carry this concept 
further and argue that when salves 
lotions, washes or other treat 
ments are used for pus skin ery 
tions or similar conditions, the bad 
blood is driven inward. This 
of course, sheer nonsense. 

Wherever pus forms there is y 
ally a foreign, irritating agen 
most commonly pus-producing b 
teria responsible for the conditios 
Treatment does not consist in th 
purification of the blood, but in 
removal of the source of infection 
and the upbuilding of the body's re 
sistance to a point where the pu 
lent condition can be overcome.
